H e plan n ed to g o in 
lig ht, carry in g a pack of seven ty -five 
poun ds an d m akin g his five dog s pack 
as well, In dian fashion , loadii r them 
w ith th irty poun ds each. 
D epen din g 
on the report of L adue, he In ten ded to 
follow Bob H e n derson ’s e l am pie an d 
live practically 
on 
straig h t 
m eat. 
W hen Jack K e a rn s’ scow, lad* n with 
th e saw m ill from L ake L in der m an , 
tm d up a t Six ty MiD, Day lig ht bun ­ 
dled his outfit an d dog s 
on 
board, 
turn ed his tow n -site application over 5 
to Elijah to be filed, an d th e sam e day j 
w as lan ded a t th e m outh o 
In dia n ' 
River. 
He con tin ued dow n H un ke r 
to th e K lon dike, an d on to tho sum -j 
m er fishin g cam p of the In Man s on j 
th e Yukon . 
H ere for a day he cam ped w ith C ar­ 
m ack, a squaw -m an , an d his Imii n 
brother-in -law, Skookum Jim , boug ht 
a boat, an d, w ith his dog s on V urd, 
drifted dow n th e Y ukon to Forty Mile. 
T hen it w as th a t C arm ack, his broth­ 
er-in -law, Skookum

A mo nth passed by , and Bo nanza 
Creek remained quiet. 
A sprinkling 
o f men bad staked; but mo st o f them, 
after staking, had go ne o n do wn to 
Fo rty Mil© and Circle City . 
The few 
that po ssessed sufficient faith to re* 
main w ere busy building leg sabiim 
against the co ming o f winter. 
Car 
mack and his Indian relatives were o c­ 
cupied in building' a sluice bo x and 
getting a head o f water. 
The wo rk 
w as slo w*, fo r they bad to saw their 
lumber by hand fro m the standing fo r 
cst. 
But farther do wn Bo nanza were 
fo ur men w ho had drifted in fro m up 
river, Dan McGilvary , Dave McKay .

Kama departed next mo rning, ii© c a r­ 
ried a number o f letters for Day lig ht, 
addressed to all the old-timers down 
river, in which they were urg e if to 
co me y p im mediately and rt-i1;e.

At tim es he com bed th e surface with 
his fin g ers, rakin g out han dfuls of 
g ravel.

j Even Day light disliked the lo o ks o f ED 
j do rado ; but, still riding his huuch, he 
bo ught a half share In o ne claim o n it 
fo r half a sack o f flo ur.

the adjo ining claim. 
Three tmtntha 
later, enlarging this blo ck o f pro perty , 
he pufd fo rty tho usand fo r a third 
claim, and, tho ugh It was co ncealed 
In the future, he was destined, no t 
lo ng after, to pay o ne hundred and 
fifty tho usand fo r a fo urth claim o n 
the creek that had been the least liked 
o f all the creeks.

Back In D aw son , tho ugh he rem ain ed 
true to his w ord an d n e ver touched 
han d to pick an d shovel, he worked as 
hard as ever in his life.

T h e thousan ds 
be poured out flowed back in ten s of 
thousan ds. 
Dawson g rew rapidly t h a t w in ter of 
18 9 6. 
Mon ey poured in on D ay lig ht 
from tin * sale of tow n lots. Ho p rom p t­ 
ly in vested It w h e re it won ld g ath er 
m ore, 
fn fact, he play ed! the da n g e r­ 
ous g am e of py ram idin g , an d n o m ore 
perilous p y ram idin g th a n in a place r 
cam p could 
be 
im ag in ed. 
B ut 
he 
play ed w ith his ey es wide open . 
C orn er lots in desirable location s 
sold th a t w in te r for fro m ten to thirty 
th ousan d dollars. 
D ay lig ht sen t, word 
out over the 
trails an d passes for th e 
n ew com ers to brin g dow n log -rafts, 
an d, as a result, the sum m er of 18 9 7 
saw his saw' mills w orkin g day an d 
n ig ht, on th re e shifts, an d still be had 
log s left over w ith w hich to build 
cabin s. 
T h e se cabin s, Jan d In cluded, 
sold a t from on e 
to several thousan d 


dollars. 
Two story 
lo g buildings, In 
th e busin ess p a r t of town , broug ht him 
from forty to fifty 
th ousa n d 
dollars 
apiece. 
T h ese fresh accretion s of c a p ­ 
ital were im m ediately In vested In oth ­ 
er ven tures. 
H e turn ed g old over an d 
over, un til every th in g th a t ho touched 
seem ed to turn to g old. 
W ith the sum m e r rush from th e O ut­ 
side carn e sj>ecial corresp on den ts ior 
the big n ew sp ap ers an d m ag azin es, 
n rul on e an d all. usin g un lim ited space, 
th ey w rote D ay lig ht up; so that, so far 
as th e world w as con cern ed, D ay lig ht 
loomed the larg est fig ure In Alaska. Of 
course, 
a fte r 
several 
m on ths, the 
world becam e In terested In the S p a n ­ 
ish War, an d forg ot all about him ; but 
in the K lon dike itself D ay lig ht stiil r e ­ 
m ain ed the m ost p rom in e n t fig ure.
